Claims that Coast Inhabitants Formerly Very Poor 
Have Grown Rich Overnight by Taking a Hand 
in the Tremendous Trade in Smuggled Liquors 
that Has Sprung Up on Atlantic Seaboard.

CHICAGO, July IC.— Rum running along the South At­ 
lantic seaboard has assumed such tremendous proportions that 
inhabitants of poverty stricken little islands have become rich 
almost over-right. 
The Chicago daily news says in a copy­ 
righted article, describing conditions along the Florida coast 
section known as ‘‘bootleggers’ paradise.” 
The writer told of 
participatng in rum running activities without interference. In 
the city of Nassau alone, the article said, liquor bound for the 
United States increased from 37,000 gallons in 1917 to 1,000,- 
340 gallons in 1922. 
Upon payment of the proper amount of 
graft, the writer said, a runner can clear out of port with 
thousands of cases of whisky, billed to a legitimate point, un­ 
load on the American cast, then sail into a legitmate port with 
an empty ship and receive a landing certificate showing he ar­ 
rived there with the very whisky he had smuggled into the 
United States.

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B E T T E R C R E D IT F O R F A R M E R S 
At a m eeting of representatives 
of the American Bankers Associa­ 
tion, the Texas B ankers association, 
and officials of the A. and M. Col­ 
lege a t College .Station F riday a 
plan was set in motion by which it 
is expected to have for the discussion 
of the B anker-Farm er Congress ut 
A . and M. in December a definite 
plan of securing for farm ers of Tex­ 
as the interm ediate-tim e credits they 
so badly need. 
F arm ers of good 
standing can easily get 90-day cred­ 
it at banks now, but that is of no 
value to them in financing of a crop 
because the notes m ature before the 
proceeds of the crop are availble to 
pay off the notes.

can get two to five-year credit by 
m ortgaging their farm or other se­ 
curity, but neither is credit of this 
length of any use to farm ers in fi­ 
nancing their crops.

back the money they had borrowed 
for their ra c in g or they could even 
make livestock refilm money bor­ 
rowed for their production.

— interm ediate 
credits will 
do a 
great deal tow ard removing the in­ 
justices which are imposed upon the 
farm er by a system which was de­ 
signed for business men who are ca­ 
pable of making a turn-over in many 
instances in thirty days and in most 
instances in ninety days.

the criminal who is now safely be­ 
hind stone walls. 
Can it be th a t the 
man who took the innocent negro 
from the hands of the sheriff or 
from his home feels yet th a t is a 
good citizen and a hero? 
Can it be 
th at the man who pulled the rope 
which hoisted the innocent m an to 
an undeserved death feels yet that 
he is a public benefactor and worthy 
of the com m unity's praise? 
And 
how do even those who lent encour­ 
agem ent by their mere presence in 
this mob feel? 
Mob law is one of 
the last vestiges of savagery latent 
in the human breast and every case 
of mob law in a county throws g re at­ 
er doubt on th a t com m unity’s abili­ 
ty to govern itself. 
Fortunately, 
mob cases have 
rapidly been de­ 
creasing the past three years as sta­ 
tistics recently published 
in these 
columns show. 
The good citizen 
does not rush out on the first un 
substantiated report of an outrage 
and begin getting up a mob. 
He 
wails fo r the orderly processes of 
law to apprehend and convict the 
criminal. 
He is aw are from per­ 
sonal observation and from count­ 
less centuries of experience on the 
part of the race th at justice is seldom 
administered by undisciplined mobs 
on the hot impulse of the mom ent 
bu t th a t trial by ju ry — as often as i 
it goes wrong— is the nearest ap­ 
proach to perfect justice th a t man 
has been able to devise and the only 
one which will leave the hands of 
the individual free from the blood­ 
stains of an innocent fellow man.

This can 
be done by drainage and the con­ 
struction of dykes. 
There are m il­ 
lions of acres of very productive va! 
ley land which are subject to ovex 
flow. This can be done by the build­ 
ing of g reat storage lakes in the up­ 
per w ater sheds and the clearing of 
rafts from the rivers in the low* i 
country. 
Really one of the most 
const ructive laws ever enacted by a 
Texas legislature is that known as 
tho reclam ation 
and conservation 
act. 
According to those who are 
fam iliar with the subject a loss of 
$25,000,000 has been inflicted on 
the farm ers of the Brazos and Colo 
rado river valley since 1915, and nil 
this because of the heavy overflows 
in spring time.

cd it will be worth more than a hum 
died million dollars to the people cf 
Texas, to those who live in the low­ 
er country. 
There is no telling 
what it will be worth to the west 
where millions of acres may he re­ 
claimed by the conservation of flood 
w aters and then sold to hardy set­ 
tlers who in time by their labor will 
add huge sums to the taxable wealth 
of th® stat®.

and driveways, m eandering through 
waving fields of corn and broad acres 
of promising cotton, make the visitor 
feel that he is in the presence of a 
wonderful industry, such as to cause 
him to dream dream s and see visions 
of “ a cottage by the way, a field of 
new-mown hay, down on tho farm .” 
For once Secretary E berstadt could 
not talk so fluently of the invest­ 
m ent features of the Bryan Building 
& Loan, and W. A. Duncan was made 
to feel th a t the College Mess Hall, 
dispensing its 6,000 meals daily, is 
not the only big thing 
in 
Brazos 
county. 
Director Walton was made 
to feel th at his preaching of a better 
agriculture has not been in vain, and 
th at surely farm ing is coming into 
its very own. 
C o tton B ring* P rem iu m . 
As has been said in these columns 
before, Mr. Rogers began last year 
to use on his farm only one variety 
of cotton, choosing the Acala as one 
of the dependable longer staple va­ 
rieties, with the result that his cot­ 
ton, being of uniform type and sta­ 
ple, readily sold at handsome pre­ 
miums 
over 
mixed 
varieties and 
poorer staple, and his cotton seed 
being in such demand that he was 
forced to retu rn several thousand 
dollars sent him for seed which he 
ould not supply. 
Mr. Rogers, see­ 
ing the profitableness of his under­ 
king, is now pushing his cotton en­ 
terprise to even larger proportions, 
having employed Mr. Julian McDon­ 
ald, an A. & M. College graduate, as 
special plant breeder to look after 
the various seed-breeding plots of 
the farm, with the end in view that 
he may not only have the best variety 
of cotton possible for his own farm , 
but that w hatever seed he muy have 
to sell will be found to be entirely 
dependable. The 800 acres of corn on 
the Rogers farm , while perhaps not 
as good in comparison as the cotton, 
promises to furnish ample feed stuff 
for all purposes. 
O ther F arm s V isited. 
The returning trip to Bryan was 
by way of the Terrell and Clay farms 
which crops were very promising. S. 
S. Clay having the finest corn seen 
on the trip during the day, Director 
W alton’s estimate of the yield of 
corn on the Clay farm 
being 
50 
bushels 
or 
more per acre. 
The 
Wellborn section of country seems 
to have suffered more for lack of 
rain than any other section visited 
during the day. 
The farm ers in the 
bottoms are hoping they will have 
no more rain, lest the insects begin 
their deadly work, or the cotton put 
on too much growth, or both. 
No 
one can question the promising out­ 
look in this particular section 
of 
Brazos county, but as Dr. W. B. Biz- 
zell, president of the A. & M. College 
of Texas said, in a recent address 
before the Bryan R otary club: ‘‘Ag­ 
riculture is subject 
to 
more haz­ 
ards than any other industry.”

As an illustration,

with peas, beans, tomatoes, etc., and 
look disappointed when

FARMER GRAFTS COTTON ON ROOT HOME DEMONSTRATION IN TEXAS 
MIU BERRY TREE AND GETS RESULTS 


(By V. H, Schoffelm ayer.) 
GALVESTON, Texas, July l l . — 
Succesfully grafting cotton plants 
to the roots of a mulberry tree and 
Mending in the offspring certain de­ 
sirable characteristics of Egyptian, 
Sea 
Island 
ana other long staple 
American varieties, P. Dan George, 
a Roumanian-Hungarian plant breed 
er who settled at La marque, Galves­ 
ton county, sixteen years ago, has 
developed a new and remarkable va­ 
riety of cotton which is attracting 
the attention 
of cotton 
men and 
breeders. 
One grafted plant this 
season has by actual count 917 bolls 
and hundreds of squares while the 
parent plant last season had 642 
bolls, which opened July 28, some 
with seven locks and none with less 
than five and six. 
The plant was 
eight feet tall and six feet in di­ 
ameter. 
F iv e B a les an A cre. 
From the three grafted cotton- 
plants last season Mr. George gath­ 
ered fifty-nine pounds of seed cot­ 
ton or at the rate of five bales an 
acre. 
From this seed this year’s 
plantings have produced 900 out­ 
standing plants on his one-acre field 
at Lamarque, to which Mr. George 
gives his entire personal attention, 
and a further planting of ten acres 
near Hitchcock, which was financed 
by Maco Stewart, Galveston finan­ 
cier, who backed Mr. George in his 
operations. 
In company with Dr. W. D. Hun­ 
ter of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, the writer investigat­ 
ed 
the 
cotton 
growing 
on 
Mr. 
George’s field. 
He found a huge 
mother cotton plant, also grafted to 
the roots of mulberry tree, with a 
height of six feet and a diameter of 
like dimensions 
and large lateral 
branches. 
This plant has undoubted 
Egyptian characteristics with deep­ 
ly indented leaves and long pointed 
boll. 
The progeny from this plant 
again will be crossed with other de­ 
sirable cotton varieties which will 
combine the high-yielding powers of 
the parent Egyptian plant and the 
large bolls of several other crosses 
now growing on 
the George place. 
P lan t L a rge A cr e a g e . 
The vxlue of the new variety oi 
cotton will depend entirely upon its 
performance under 
actual farming 
conditions.. This has not been possi­ 
ble because until this year there has 
not been enough seed to plant a 
large acreage. Next season, however, 
there will be enough seed from this 
year’s crop to plant several hundred 
acres, Mr. George is certain. 
Counts made Tuesday in the La­ 
marque 
field showed 
field plants 
grown in ordinary cotton rows with 
seventy two almost mature bolls and 
169 squares. 
They have done this 
in spite of a rainy, adverse and 
backward season, which has caused 
much shedding. 
Examination of the staple from 
the three parent plants last season 
showed a length of one and a half 
inches, with a fine silky texture and 
good drag. A large open boll was 
almost as big as a man’s fist. 
All 
were larger than 
ordinary cotton 
bolls. 
This year’s bolls are of very 
large size many of them more than 
an inch an a quarter diametei 
Mr. George’s idea is to produce a 
tree cotton which will reproduce it 
self each year by growing a new 
crown although the upper portion of 
the stalk may die during cold weath­ 
er. 
There are such tree cottons in 
Asia and South America and one va 
riety 
in Cuba, 
which possesses a 
fairly long staple. 
L e a v es A r e V ery L a rg e 
Just what part the grafting of 
cotton to mulberry roots is playing 
in the development of George’s new 
varieties is not determined so far. 
It undoubtedly has made for large 
size of I) .lls, vigor of plants, prolific 
fruiting 
and 
emormoua 
size 
of 
leaves. 
Some of the leaves from 
George’s cotton plants this season 
have a spread 
of eighteen inches 
Some have five 
lobes and others 
three. 
Some are deeply cleft and 
others are rounded 
N inety-five per cent of George's 
cotton plants at Lamarque are quite 
uniform and have high-yielding pow 
era. 
In some the dominant traits of 
not less than three or four varieties 
are pre-ent. 
A remarkable thing 
about George’s new cotton is that 
the plants are heavily fruited from 
the bottom up, the bolls literally

Until recently, Mr. Kazmeier re­ 
minded his audience, New Jersey 
eggs “laid yesterday’’ were outsold 
on the New York market by Califor­ 
nia eggs put there by co-operative 
associations, in spite of the 18-day 
handicap incident to shipping the 
eggs across the continent. 
But when 
the producers on the Atlantic coast 
organized and made use of the same 
marketing methods the New Jersey 
eggs came to command a premium 
over the California eggs of 10c a 
dozen. 
Mr. Kazemier then exhibited 
a copy of the California egg contract 
made on lines similar to Farm Bu­ 
reau contracts in Texas, by which he 
laid the egg producers were success­ 
fully held together. 
The first m eet­ 
ing of poultry raisers in Petaluma, 
“the world’s egg basket,’’ was no 
more encouraging than this meeting 
in Bryan tonight, he continued. The 
Petaluma folks were “ up against it.” 
They had bought high-priced land, 
sometimes for as much as a thous­ 
and dollars an acre, and they were 
lin d in g very poor sale for their eggs. 
They finally decided to sign a co­ 
o perative marketing contract along 
inca similar to their present one 
and from then on success was theirs. 
If we could load a car of eggs 
here, continued the speaker, we need 
only wire some buyer to come look, 
and the car and we, could easily sell 
it right here on the track without 
any delay in getting our money. But 
there are scarcely enough eggs to 
make that possible just now. 
The 
next best thing is to designate a 
.lace where we could bring our eggs 
t o have them graded, candled, and 
acked. 
By this method we could 
easily secure a premium. 
Some per­ 
son could be found who, for one or 
avo cents a dozen, coudl be engaged 
to grade the eggs and ship them to 
Houston. 
Twenty-five thirty dozen 
rggs crates would need to be kept 
m hand. 
Because of our ability 
„o produce cheaper, we could sell 
five cents cheaper on the New York 
m arket than our competitors. 
This 
five cents a dozen would be fully 
sufficient to pay for the transporta 
tion charges. 
Our mild climate per­ 
mits us to supply the winter market 
with eggs when many sections are 
not producing eggs at all. 
S u g g est* C old S torage. 
We 
in 
Bryan could subscribe 
enough in stock to put in cold stor­ 
age. 
With cold storage we could 
get credit from local banks up to 
about two-thirds of the value of the 
eggs. 
When winter came we could 
get five cr six cents a dozen more 
for the eggs we had stored. 
By vote of the poultry raisers in 
session, the Brazos County Poultry 
association was then asked to take 
charge of the plans.

Home 
conditions 
will 
ultimately 
mold the man’ life.” 
It was due to 
the realization of this fact that the 
farm women’s part in the Home 
Demonstration work began to as­ 
sume such proportions in 1913 as to 
justify the agents in giving it spec­ 
ial and separate definition. 
So rapid and many-sided has been 
the development of Home Demon­ 
stration work in Texas, so great has 
become the general interest in it 
that it has been impossible for those 
responsible for its direction to keep 
in close touch with all phases of 
the work, advises Miss M. Helen 
Higgins, State Demonstration Agent 
Extension Service, 
A. and M. Col­ 
lege; hence an effort to measure 
somewhat the results accomplished 
can take cognizance of only the out­ 
standing features. 
The newly awak­ 
ened and widespread interest among 
thousands of farm girls in the study 
of practical home economies, the ea­ 
ger reaching out on the part of farm 
women toward the opportunities to 
receive 
practical and 
direct 
help 
with their immediate problems in the 
effort to improve their communities, 
their homes, and them selves as home 
makers, 
the spirit of co-operation 
among the club women of both town 
and country, the increasing desire 
for service, these intangible things 
— the greatest 
of all— cannot bo 
analyzed, measured, 
or described. 
They can only be felt. 
Is N o Experiment. 
Home Demonstration work is in­ 
deed past the experim ental stage and 
now rests on a permanent founda­ 
tion. 
Those engaged in the service 
no longer have to make an effort to 
arouse interest or push the work. It 
is pushing them. Frequent inquiries 
come from new counties as to how a 
home demonstration 
agent may be 
secured. 
During the past year the 
members of the Texas Home Demon­ 
stration staff, including specialists, 
district 
agents, and 
state agents,, 
have made more than eleven hundred 
visits to counties, each time to do a 
definite piece of work. 
They have 
attended more than fifteen hundred 
m eetings 
with an 
attendance of 
about 250,000 people. 
They have 
asisted at numbers of short courses 
encampments and fairs 
and have 
given hundreds 
of demonstrations. 
During the same period, the county 
Home Demonstration agents Were 
present at 2785 m eetings with an at­ 
tendance of 289,311. 
Home Demon­ 
stration work in Texas has sarcely 
made a beginning; yet such activi­ 
ty as that indicated in the figures 
given herewith must begin to “leav­ 
en the whole lump.” 
On November 
I, 1921, there was 43 counties hav­ 
ing Home Demonstration agents. On 
November I, 1922, there were 66 
and today there are 81. 
Last year 
there were approxim ately 5000 wo­ 
men and a few more than 6000 girls 
enrolled in 
Home 
Demonstration 
work. 
Today there are more than 
12,000 women and more than 10,- 
628 girls enrolled 
in all lines of 
work. 
The plan of work followed with 
women and girls for 1921-22 is prac­ 
tically the same as in the past. Wo­ 
men have been organized into clubs. 
In November 1922 there were 384 
farm women’s Home Demonstration 
clubs. The needs of each group have 
been carefully studied and programs 
of work outlined 
for each group. 
Many of these did some productive 
work. The girls were also organized 
into 
girls’ 
Home 
Demonstration 
clubs or in community agricultural 
:lubs with the boys. 
On November 
I, 1922 there were 650 clubs fo l­ 
lowing a four years’ plan of work, 
beginning always 
with productive 
work. 
N u tritio n P rogram . 
The productive work for women 
and girls is a part of the nutrition 
program of 
Home Demonstration 
work. 
There are now more than 
400,000 farms in Texas. In the 1920 
agricultural census 31. 
per cent re­ 
ported milk produced. 
Investiga­ 
tion has shown malnutrition among 
rural children as high as 75 per cent 
in some Texas counties, traceable 
often to inadequate diet of to a lack 
of milk and fresh vegetables; hence, 
the reason for beginning our nutri 
tion work with production of those 
things essen tia l to the diet. In 1922 
there was a noticeable increase ol 
interest among 
the women, 
more 
than 5000 being enrolled as garden 
demonstrators, while 3678 girls were 
also garden demonstrators. 
The total yield o f vegetables and 
fruit under demonstration method.-' 
this 
year was 
2,676,826 pounds. 
Most of this use used at home, the 
quantity thus being valued at $217,- 
873.34. 
But the quantity sold fresh 
was valued at $94,668, thus proving 
quite a source of revenue to the 
farm girls and women. However, the 
most gratifying result is in the im­ 
provement of the fam ily diet, by the 
use of more 
vegetable and fruit. 
With only 50.2 per cent of the farms 
of Texas reporting milk produced, 
there is certainly a big task ahead 
of 
Home Demonstration 
workers. 
The interest in this phase of the 
work has grown more slowly than in 
any other. 
But though slowly, the 
progress has been steady. 
In No­ 
vember, 1922, there were more than 
4000 demonstrators enrolled in care 
and untilization of milk and milk 
products; last year there were few ­ 
er than 2000. 
Furthermore, the 
county reports indicate that the em ­ 
phasis is being placed upon the utT 
ization of milk and milk products in 
the fam ily diet ruther than on the 
commercial aspect. 
This is as Home 
Demonstration work would have it, 
and this tendency is therefore grati­ 
fying. 
One of the influences aet 
lug in this direction is the improved 
school lunch project now being con­ 
ducted by this department. 
It in­ 
cludes both the cold lunch brought 
from home and the supplementary 
hot lunch dish being served iii ru­ 
ral schools. 
In connection with the 
cold lunch, children now take milk 


8 M 
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to drink. 
The use of milk in the 
hot dish is emphasized; soup, choco­ 
late, or a creamed vegetable usually 
being served; 72 rural schools in 22 
counties are now serving supplem en­ 
tary hot dishes and 9015 children 
are drinking milk at school. The im­ 
provement in health as a result of 
this one thing cannot be estimated 
and overshadows by far the money 
value of dairy work with women and 
girls. 
One of the important things 
in this connection 
is to stim ulate 
the production of milk for home use 
on a larger number of farms. 
Poultry work among 
both club 
girls and women has grown rapidly. 
There is a 
noticeable increase in 
the 
raising 
of 
turkeys, 
ducks, 
guineas, and geese by both girls and 
women. 
The turkey industry is par­ 
ticularly a growing one in Texas, 
and here is an opoprtunity for still 
greater work in poultry production. 
In 1922, 27 girls and 289 women 
were enrolled as demonstrators. 
In 
1922, 24,844 turkeys 
were raised 
and 2789 ducks, guineas and gee se 
were raised. 
The total value of 
these products is reported as $52,- 
961.50. 
The Big Aims. 
There are several big aims in food 
preservation work. One is to put the 
surplus from the gardens and or­ 
chards in the pantries of the farm 
homes, to be used in the fam ily diet 
when fresh vegetables and fruits are 
not obtainable. 
Another is ta fill 
the pantries in order to save the 
family pocket book, and a third is to 
add to the fam ily income by the sale 
of products. 
In 
1922, demonstrations in the jyjiS3 
conservation 
of fruits 
and vege 
tables were held in nearly one thou­ 
sand comm unities 
with more than 
11,000 women and girls enrolled as 
demonstrator^ almost twice as many 
as in 1921. 
They have put up a 
grand total of 1,220,005 quarts of 
canned fruits and vegetables, jellies, 
preserves, 
etc., 
40,403 quarts of 
brined vegetables and 88,134 pounds 
of dried fruits and vegetables, val­ 
ued at $565,925.77. 
Most of these 
products were for home use, but 
these products to the value of $12,- 
500 were sold. 
Many thousands 
of pounds 
of 
meat have been cured and thousands 
of pounds of sausage, soap and oth­ 
er products have been made under 
Home Demonstration methods. The 
total value of this work is reported 
as $331,397.59. 
Meat canning pf 
all kinds has come to a large part of 
the food preservation in Texas. The 
price of beef cattle, hogs and other 
live stock went down. 
Meat at the 
market remained high. 
In most 
sections of state, it is difficult to 
save meat. 
The use o f the steam 
pressure, of sanitary cans, and seal­ 
er has made the work easy, and has 
insured the quality of the product. 
The canning of beef, pork, chickens, 
has become very popular. 
In 1922 
then- were 
4104 demonstrators in 
meat canning 
and 386,777 pounds 
were reported thus conserved. 
In 
all the food work, lessons in nutri­ 
tion have been emphasized. 
Each 
kind of food has been studied with 
reference to its place in the diet, 
but in the girls’ plan of work, there 
is a definite outline in cookery re­ 
quired for each year. 
The women 
have been deeply interested in all 
phases of food preparation. The util­ 
ization o f vegetables, eggs and milk 
in the diet and the making of better 
bread have been emphasized. S#lad 
and bread demonstrations have es­ 
pecially popular. 
Clothing work in Texas is certain­ 
ly showing the result of the inten­ 
sive efforts of a clothing specialist 
co-operating with district and coun­ 
ty Home Demonstration agents. 
In 
1922, there were enrolled in various 
phases 
of clothing 
work, 12,685 
demonstrators. 
Many thousands of 
caps, aprons, towels, 
holders, sew- 
bags, and other simple articles were 
made. 
Five thousand five hundred 
sixty-two dresses were made and ap­ 
proximately 11,000 garm ents were 
remodeled; 
3420 hats 
were also 
made or made over and 4793 cur­ 
tains, table 
sets, and rugs 
were 
made for the improvement of the 
interior of the homes. 
Total H u g e Sum. 
The clothing work for this year 
has been conservatively estim ated at 
$150,770.35. 
So we find it is pos­ 
sible even to estim ate the work that 
has 
been done 
in improving 
the 
homes of club 
girls and women, 
both inside and outside; 4673 were 
enrolled as home improvement dem­ 
onstrators in 409 comm unities, but 
all reguarly enrolled club girls are 
required to do som ething to improve 
their home, either inside or outside. 
More than 1800 cllub girls 
rooms 
have been improved. 
Hundreds ol 
curtains, rugs, table and dresser sets 
have been made. Furniture has been 
renovated, floors stained, walls pa 
pered, houses screened, 
and other 
things to numerous to mention have 
been done. 
County, district 
and state fairs, 
community m eetings, contests of va­ 
rious kinds, short courses, etc., are 
used as mediums for carrying for­ 
ward this work and due to the e^-op­ 
eration of the club women of Texas, 
the chambers of commerce, the rural 
and state press, 
rural and 
state 
school, teachers, farm ers and farm 
women, remarkable achievem ent has 
been made during the past year. A 
conservative estim ate would indicate 
that a financial 
saving had been 
made to the farm homes in Texas of 
three and on t-h sll million dollars 
through vegetables and fruit produc­ 
tion and preservation, conservation 
of meat, production of milk und milk 
products, the production of poultry 
and poultry products and the mak­ 
ing of a variety of articles for home 
wearing apparel, etc.
